AN ACT Relating to developing integrated academ c and career and
technical field of study prograns; creating new sections; and providing
an expiration date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 1. The | egi slature strongly supports
continuati on and expansi on of secondary career and technical education
prograns, as evidenced by legislation enacted in 2006 to support
secondary pr eapprenti ceshi ps in t he trades; require course
equi val enci es between academ ¢ and technical courses; devel op a career
and technical alternative assessnent option to the Washington
assessnment of student learning; and provide a focus on rigorous
prograns that lead to industry certification. A logical next step is
to provide incentives and support for high schools to conbine all
aspects of best practice in <career and technical educat i on:
Integration of academc and technical instruction, coherent and
sequenced curriculumthat is articulated with postsecondary educati on,
meani ngf ul assessnent options, rigorous programm ng focused on high
demand fields, and strong partnershi ps between schools, businesses, and
| abor organi zati ons.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) Subject to funds appropriated for this
pur pose, the superintendent of public instruction shall provide grants
to up to four high school partnerships to devel op career and technical
fields of study programs in high demand fi el ds.

(2) To be eligible for a grant, high schools nust form partnerships
of parents, students, special populations, academ c and career and
techni cal education teachers and adm ni strators, workforce devel opnent
faculty and adm nistrators, career guidance and academ c counsel ors,
representatives of tech-prep consortia, |ocal workforce devel opnent
councils, representatives of local skill centers and local skills
panel s, apprenticeship councils, and business and | abor organi zations
in the conmunity.

(3) Gant recipients nmust devel op and i nplenent a nodel curricul um
in a high demand field of study, such as health care, trades, nechanics
and engi neering, or other field. The partnership nust select a high
demand field of study appropriate to neet the workforce education needs
inits region. Gant funds shall be used for start-up costs, primrily
for the devel opnent of the curriculumand assessnents described in this
section and for professional developnent for teachers wusing the
curriculum and assessnents. If sufficient funds remain, grant funds
may be used to upgrade equipnent within the program to neet industry
st andar ds.

(4) Afield of study program shall

(a) Integrate core academ c standards for reading, witing, and
mat hematics with high quality career and technical preparation based on
the accepted industry standards for that field,;

(b) I'ncorporate secondary and postsecondary education el enents;

(c) Be coherent, sequenced, and articulated to conmmunity and
technical college courses to provide high school students wth dual
credit for both high school graduation and college, and to prepare
students to succeed in postsecondary education prograns in the field;

(d) Lead to an industry-recognized credential or certificate at the
post secondary | evel or an associ ate or baccal aureate degree; and

(e) Enphasize projects and application of know edge and skills and
provide extensive opportunities for wor k- based learning and
i nt ernshi ps.

(5) Students who are struggling with core academc skills,
i ncl udi ng the Washi ngton assessnent of student |earning, shall receive
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suppl ement al assistance and instruction within the program including
assistance to create a career and technical collection of evidence as
an alternative to the Washi ngt on assessnent of | earning.

(6) Participants in a high demand field of study program shoul d
expect to conplete a high school diploma and the appropriate courses in
a high quality career and technical program and graduate ready to
pur sue postsecondary educati on.

(7) Wth assistance fromthe office of the superintendent of public
instruction and the workforce training and education coordinating
board, grant recipients shall devel op end-of-program assessnents for
their high demand field of study program The assessnents shall al so
be integrated to include academc, work readiness, and technical
knowl edge and skills. The legislature's intent is to use these
assessnents as prototypes for possible future additional alternative
assessnents for career and technical education students to denonstrate
they neet the state's |earning standards.

(8 Gant recipients nust develop a comrunications strategy for
parents and students in other area high schools and m ddle schools to
pronote the nodel field of study prograns as a high quality |earning
option for students and prepare plans for replication of the prograns.

(9) For the purposes of this section, "field of study progrant
shal | have the sane neaning as a career and technical program of study
under P.L. 109-270, the Carl D. Perkins career and technical education
i nprovenent act of 2006.

(10) This section expires July 1, 2009.
